COOKE FROM JAIL 


Judge, Appealed To in Des- 
perate Effort to Save Pol- 
itician, Issues Writ of 
Habeas Corpus. 


BAIL IS SET AT $50,000 


Convicted Circuit Clerk in Cus- 
tody All Day While Lawyers 
Wrangle; Strange Scene 
in Court. 


After a day in the custody of the sheriff 
and an hour in the county jail, John A. 
Cooke, the convicted grafter, again is at Hd- 
erty under bonds totaling $50,000. He was 
released temporarily by Judge Willard M. 
McEwen on a writ of habeas corpus, issued 
late yesterday afternoon.: 

As soon as the writ was issued Judge Mo- 
Ewen proceeded to hear the arguments ad- 
vanced for the unconditional discharge of 
Cooke from the hands of the law. Theargu- 
ments will consume several days. If the 
judge decides in his favor Cooke will escape 
the five year sentence to the penitentiary 
imposed on him for stealing over $25, ( 000 of 
public funds while olerk of the Circuit court. 

Judge McEwen issued the writ and ad- 
mitted Cooke to bail over the vehement pro- 
test of the state's attorney's office, which 
sought to show that the grounds on which 
the convicted politician is seeking to escape 
the penitentiary all were ovérruled by both 
the Appellate and Supreme courts. The judge 
upheld the argument of Elbridge Hanecy 
that the court cannot refuse to issue a writ 
of habeas corpus whatever the conditions. 


Filibustering for Delay. 

Filibustering methods have been adopted 
by Cooke's lawyers to drag out the argu- 
ments as long as possible. In the time thus 
gained another appeal for intervention will 
be carried to the state and United States 
Supreme courts if possible. It is reported on 
good authority that Cooke has dispatched a 
confidential representative to Springfield to 
endeavor to induce Chief Justice Hand to 
modify his refusal of a supersedeas in such 
A way as to admit the consideration of consti- 
tutional questions. If successful in this 
move Cooke then will ask the federal tri- 
dunal to pass on the plea that his constitu- 
tional rights have been invaded by an unfair 
conviction. 

The arguments on the issuance of the writ 
developed into an oratorical duel between 
Assistant State’s Attorneys Barnett and 
Young on the one side and Attorney Hanecy 
on the other, in the course of which sharp 
personalities were exchanged freely. 


Tuo climax Game When Prosecutor Barnett 
ara the methods eee nen Cooke's

issued by Mr. Hanecy when on the bench. 

Judge Hanecy shows by his argument 
that he has not read the habeas corpus act.“ 
asserted Mr. Barnett in his closing appeal 
against the issuance of the writ. ‘‘ He says 
that the dirtiest piece of paper signed by the 
name of the poorest citizen or the greatest 
criminal asking a writ of habeas corpus 
must be honored by the judge and the writ 
issued without question. That may have 
satisfied some of the judges in this jurisdic- 
tion.” 

As Mr. Barnett thundered out these words 
he turned and pointed his arm straight at 
Attorney-~Hanecy, who sat with eyes cast 
down, but a smile of contempt on his lips. 


Says Criminals Were Freed. 


Counsel asks your honor to issue this 
writ without reading the petition,”’ continued 
Mr. Barnett. How does your honor know 
what is in the petition? He tells you that you 
will be fined $1,000 if you don’t. That is 
some more of this brand of judicial opinion 
now retired to private life. I know of some 


| judges who ought to have been fined $1;000 


for issuing certain writs of habeas corpus, 
thereby opening the doors of the penitentiary 
to murderers and other criminals to be turned 
loose on the community.” 

Again the prosecutor turned, and with out- 
stretched arm and quivering index finger 
addressed his thinly veiled denunciation to 
the former jurist. But_under the fire At- 
torney Hanecy only smiled the more con- 
temptuously, then coolly rose and intimated 
that the court proceed to issue the writ. 

Judge McEwen at once made known. his 
decision in these words: 

„It seems to me as if all there is at issue 
here is the sufficiency ‘of the petition, which 
is a matter of law, and furking back of that 
the matter of bail. I think the arguments 
have shown that comclusively, although it 
is unfortunate they have descended to per- 
sonalities. 

The practice in the Supreme court is a 
little different than it is down here. They 
take jurisdiction of motions at their discre- 
tion. I think the order will be that the peti- 
tion be filed, and that the writ be issued and 
made returnable forthwith and the relator 


admitted to ball.“ 


Choice of Judge No Surprise/ 

No surprise was occasioned by the choice 
of the judge before whom the last desperate 
attempt to free Cooke from prison was made. 
Judge McEwen of all the Cook county judges 
is most friendly to the Lorimer faction of 
republican politicians who are standing sol- 
idly behind the convicted grafter. 

The judge is indebted to Congressman Lor- 
imer, Attorney Hanecy, and their following 
for the greater part of the encouragement 
he has received to run for governor. As a 
result there is more Politics than law involved 
in the tactics adopted by Cooke to win free- 
dom by the habeas corpus route. There is 
considerable speculation as to whether or 
not Judge McEwen will discharge Cooke, as 
the decision will have an important bearing 
on the judge’s political aspirations. 

Cooke Surrenders on Time. 

The whole day was filled with moves and 
counter moves in the legal battle. Cooke 
kept to the letter his promise to surrender. 
A few minutes before 9:30 a. m. a cab drove 
up to the Criminal Court buiiding, and Cooke 
ani his brother, “ Billy,” stepped out and 
proceeded directly to Judge Brentano’s court- 
room. His attorney, Daniel Donahoe, form- 
ally demanded trial, of his client on each of 
the twenty-eight indictments still pending 
against him. 

Acting State’s Attorney Barbour explained 
that Cooke already is sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary, and that the state does not intend 
to prosecute himi on the remaining charges 
‘at this time. He intimated that the cases

BAN ON FOREIGN MARRIAGES, 


Congressman Sabath of Chicago 
Would Hold Wealth Here. 


SEEKS QUARTER OF DOWRY. 


Statistics Show Nation Has Lost $900, - 
000,000 in thie Wig

Representative Sabath of Chicago belle ves 
he set the wheels in motion today to prevent 
future marriages between American girls 
and foreign noblemen. He introduced a bill 
imposing a tax upon all dowries, gifts, set- 
tlements, or advances of property made in 
consideration of or in contemplation of mar- 
riage by citizens or subjects of the United 
States of America to persons other than 
citizens or subjects of the United States of 
America.“ 

The tax is fixed at 25 per cent of the dowry 
and the secretary of the treasury is author- 
ized to adopt and enforce the ee and regu- 
lations for its collection. ji- 

I read in the newspapers the 4 day.“ 
said Sabath, that during the last twelve or 
fourteen years, something like 38900, 000, 000 
had been taken out of the country by for- 
eigners who married American girls. This 
is outrageous. The American men are good 
enough for any girls. They make tem hap- 
py, something the foreigners do not do, 80 
far as I know, and the money is spent in the 
United States, benefiting everybody here. 


Gain by Foreign Laborers. 

“TIT saw a statement that the recent finan- 
cial panic was, in part, precipitated by the 
savings which the foreign born laborers, re- 
turning to Europe, were taking with them. 
I have done a little figuring. I find that 
these foreigners took $20,000,000. During 
the last year 1,200,000 immigrants arrived. 
Bach of them was required, under the law, 
to have 325 in his-possession. 
eigners brought in $30,000,000. Here is a 
positive gain instead of a loss. 

Now, in the case of American girls mar-

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ROBS WOMEN: SOON CAPTURED 


| Light Overcoat of a Holdup Man 
Leads to His Sudden Arrest. 


MRS. J. J. BARBOUR A VICTIM. 


She Loses Nothing; Mrs. J. C. Me Lean's 
end Daughter's Rings Taken. 


It ie safer, even if less comfortable, for a 
robber to go without an overcoat these days 
if he hasn't any except one of the yellow hued, 
lightweight, short length variety that can 
pass muster along in October. 

That's what an alleged holdup man dis- 
covered in Evanston last night as he found 
himself collared on a street car when he 
thought he had made his escape after two 
street robberies. And all the clew the detec- 
tives who trapped him had was the over- 


coat. 

The light overcoat first made its appear- 
ance within police observation at 8 o'clock, 
when Mrs. James J. Barbour, wife of the 
assistant state’s attorney, was walking from 
a street car to her home at 3919 Sheridan 
road, in Rogers Park. 

Hasn’t Any Pocketbook. 

“Your pocketbook, quick now,“ was the 
sharp command she heard as she reached 
the corner of Rogers avenue and North Pau- 
lina street. Glancing up, she saw a young 
man before her attired in a light overcoat 
and aiming a revolver at her head. 

„But I haven't any pocketbook,” ex- 
claimed the frightened woman. Why, I 
haven't any pockets.” 
„Well, your rings then,“ 
man in a businesslike tone. 
gloves.“ 

With alacrity and relief Mrs. Barbour 
stripped the covering from her hands. There 
were no rings there. 

Well, you can go,” said the light over- 
coated chap, and she fled to her home. 


Second Attempt More Successful. 

Scene second in the Hght overcoat drama 
was laid in Evanston and in this there was 
considerably more action. Supposedly the 
same young man took the leading masculine 
rol. Mrs. Mattie McLean, wife of John C. 
McLean, and her daughter, Margaret, 23 
years old, took the other parts. They were 
on their way to their home at 709 Custer ave- 
nue, when the light overcoat loomed in front 
of them Again there was the revolver 
thrust out, again the demand for pocket- 
books, again the denial of possession, again 
the demand for the rings, and the removal of 
the gloves. This time the holdup man got 
something for his trouble. The older woman 
pulled off two rings and handed them over 
and the daughter contributed three. 

Forced by the robber to retrace their steps, 
going away from home, the twyvomen took 
refuge at the home of W. C."Bussey, 634 
Hinman avenue, and from there reported 
their loss to the police, who meantime had 
beenginfermed of the similar affair at Rogers 


Park. 


Man in Light Coat Captured. 

Detectives George Smith and Theodore 
Smith were sent out to board street cars 
in an attempt to discover the robber. On an 
Evanston car they espied a young man clad 
in a light overcoat. That was what they 
were looking for, but it was not absolutely 
conclusive. Sidling up to the suspect, George 
Smith grabbed at the pocket of his coat. 
He felt a revolver. 

Sure now they had the right man, the two 
detectives seized the passenger and rushed 
him from the car.

He declared that a member of the Su- 
preme court bench "—referring to Justice 
Carter—violated his powers by calling side- 
walk sessions” and endeavoring to give de- 
cisions on cases that never had been sub- 
mitted to him. 

Resents Message from Court. 

“A certain member of the Supreme court 
sent me a message—by the devious route of 
the newspapers—that my parole system was 
a violation of the statutes and that if I didn’t 
desist means would be taken to stop me. 

„I have a high respect for the Supreme 
court as long as they give their decisions in 
Springfield, on cases of record, after they 
have been thoroughly argued by lawyers. 
But when one of the justices convenes court 
on the sidewalk and proceeds to give opinions 
on briefs clipped from the newspapers, if I 
were to express my opinion of him—well it 
wouldn't make proper reading for the so- 
ciety columns of a Boston newspaper.“ 

Judge Cleland declared that section 64, 
chapter 88 of the criminal code provides that 
in misdemeanors, such as drunkenness, 
where the peace and welfare of a family is 
concerned, and certain others, the court can 
suspended all or any part of the sentence. 

“This virtually provides for just what I 
was doing, only I went at it on a larger scale 
than common, he said. It is a poor law- 
yer who looks only at the letter and not at 
the spirit of the law. The spirit should be to 
uplift the people. 

Defends His Parole Methods. 

“If it is a violation of the law to make 
good citizens out of criminals, to arouse in 
their breasts the spark of patriotism and the 
duties to their families and the community, 
then I violated the law 1,231 times during the 
year I sat at Maxwell street, and I will violate 
it that way again if I get a chance. 

Judge Cleland said the operation of a parole 
system such as he founded would make the 
Juvenile court unnecessary, because in most 
instances the children are sent to the Ju- 
venile court because of the negligence of the 
parents. 


Himes Changes System. 

Judge Isidore Himes will not continue the 
parole system inaugurated by Judge Cleland 
in the Ghetto. As soon as he took his seat 
on the néw bench he announced that his 
successor’s practice would be changed. ie 
has been recently transferred from the West 
Chicago avenue court. 

“J whl discontinue the parole system im- 
mediately.” sald Judge Himes, “ not because 
I am opposed to paroling prisoners, but be- 
cause I cannot legally place à person on 
parole without having the authority, and I 
am not vested with that authority. 

Instead of sending a man to the bridewell, 
however, if his case warrants it, I generally 
continue it for thirty or sixty days and tell 
the man that if he behaves I will dismise 
the charge against him at the end of that 
time. If he promises to mend his way I let 
his wife sign his bond and reiease him.”

Woman Breaks Down Under Court’s Or- 
der—“Punish Me for My Sin, but 
Give Me My Family,“ She Implores. 


Confessing her fault of intoxication, but 
pleading “for the continued companionship of 
her children, Mrs. Frank Suitke, 239 West 
Nineteenth place, made an affecting scene 
in Judge Tuthill’s court yesterday.

The proceedings were the most er- 
citing of any of the sessions thus far, 
charges of dishonesty and “ theft of prop- 
erty being made by the attorneys. on both 
sides, Attorney John J. Morrissey, repre- 
senting the proponents, made a heated at- 
tack upon Attorneys Lemon and Ingham, 
who represent the plaintiffs, declaring they 
had displayed bad faith in refusing to pro- 
duce the mysterious letters which have been 
spoken of since the beginning of the case. 
These lawyers,“ said Attorney Morris- 
sey, agreed to produce these letters at a 
special meeting of the lawyers on both sides 
Saturday morning. When we arrived at the 
place of meeting, however, the, ‘letters did 
not materialize. What is more, they per- 
mitted themselves to be influenced by their 
client, Thornton Snell, into doing a dishon- 
orable act and refusing to keep their agree- 
ment. I will agree to nothing less than the 
immediate production of all letters and pa- 
pers which are to be used in evidence.“ 


Judge Formerly a Minister. 


It was then that Judge Cochran made the 
ruling which he later admitted was to pro- 
tect innocent persons who probably would 
be injured, perhaps ruined, by the publica- 
tion of letters now in the possession of at- 
torneys. Judge Cochran's ruling was strictly 
m accordance with law, however, and it was 
not pleaded that the law should be stretched 
to protect any guilty persons for sentimental 
reasons. 

A peculiar phase of the situation is that 
Judge Cochran formerly was a Methodist 
minister, and is closely associated with the 
workers in churches of that denomination in 
the central part of the state. It was this, his 
friends gay, which caused him to feel deeply 
the apparent disgrace which has been visited 
upon the Rev. E. A. Hamilton and his fam- 
ily because of their correspondence with Col.

Why Snell Disliked Son. 


In addition to these sums there are the far 
from insignificant amounts spent in travel in 
south and west, besides real estate and cloth- 
ing purchased for her.

The real cause of the eccentric millionaire’s 
aversion for his son Dick, who was cut off 
with a paltry $50 annuity, was brought to 
light. Col. Snell, it is asserted, began to hate 
his son when the latter, against hie wishes | 
some eight years ago, before Col. Sgell's 
death, married. 

The first marriage in the family which Col. 
Snell overruled was that of hig nephew, 
Thomas Thornton Snell of Bloomington, who, 
when. but 21 years old, married a Miss Ger- 
trude Sherwood, against his uncle's wishes. 
It was but a short time after the marriage 
that Col. Snell learned the details of it and 
sent his orders to his nephew. 

“If that marriage holds you will get noth- 
ing from me, remember that.“ was the sub- 
stance of the old man’s/orders. 


Apparently young Mrs. Snell preferred to | 


give up her husband rather than see him lose 
all his claims as a prospective heir to Mis 
millionaire uncle. Consequently an arrange- 
ment was made under which a divorce wag 


granted.

Judicial decorum was not en- 
forced, and the bully boys were permitted 
to pack the aisles, sit on the tables, and pene- 
trate to the sacred precincts of the bar. 


Judge Thinks He Has No Option. 


Prosecutor Barnett at once made a move 


to quash the petition, but he was stopped 
by the judge, who observed that when a 
petition is filed in good faith a writ usually 
issues without question. Mr. Barnett con- 
tended that the petition could be questioned, 
while Attorney Hanecy argued that this 
could not be done in a writ of the highest 
prerogative. 

A habeas corpus writ is of the highest 

prerogative, he said, “ and there is no court 
higher than this court.“ 
The court may use his discretion in issu- 
ing the writ,” contended Mr. rbour. 
‘*Every point raised in this petition was 
ralsed in the Appellate and Supreme courts 
and overruled.“ 

Prosecutor Young, who won the victories 
for the state in the Appellate and Supreme 
courts, supported this contention and added 


that he did not suppose Judge McEwen in- 


tended to sit in review on the higher courts. 

„Nobody ever heard of lawyers attempting 
by talk to prevent the issuance of a writ,” 
said Mr. Hanecy. 

„It's been done many a time right in this 
court.“ interrupted Mr. Barnett. 

“Yes, by you, perhaps, sneered Hanecy, 
whereat all the “bully boys laughed up- 
roariously, as did the bailiff, who forgot to 
rap for order. 


Says “This Court Is Supreme.” 


„It is the veriest Duncombe to argue that 
this writ shall not issue,“ resumed Mr. Han- 
ecy. It is the inalienable right of common 
law. This court is the supteme tribunal in 
habeas corpus proceedings and no other court 
can tell this court what it shal! do or criti- 


eise or review Tts action in issuing a writ 


of habeas corpus. No individual in the world 
from the president of the United States has 
the right to question it. 

“The law fixes the penalty to be imposed 
on a judge who refuses a writ, and any man, 
state’s attorney or other, who dares to put 
of the law on a man discharged 
in habell corpus proceedings must be pun- 
ished.” 

„The law,“ replied Mr. Young, does not 
mean that the mere filing of a petition oper- 
ates to issue a writ. Thecourt must be satis- 
fied that there are questions raised that must 
be investigated. If the court can see in 
this petition any point of law that he thinks 
should be inquired into, we withdraw all ob- 
jections to the issuance of the writ. A person 
can’t hand up any old kind of thing and say 
that the judge must issue a writ of habeas 
corpus on it. The Supreme court has 
held——”’’ 

“This is the Supreme court,” exclaimed 
Mr. Hanecy. 

„Tes, you'd like to have two or three Su- 
preme courts pass on your case,“ retorted 
Mr. Young. 

„Why.“ thundered Attorney Hanecy, “if 
the poorest citizen or the greatest criminal 
writes on the dirtiest piece of paper that he 
is held by the sheriff without due process of 
law the court must send for that citizen or 
criminal and inquire into the manner by 
which he has been deprived of his liberty.“ 


| Triumphal Entry by Cooke. 


The judge announced his decision about 
3:30 o’clock. At 4:10 Cooke was brought into 
court. The room was hushed in the expec- 
tancy that precedes the appearance of a dis- 
tinguished personage... As in all the previous 
stages of the proceedings, Cooke was sur- 
rounded by the most respectful attention 
from the court officials. _. 

When a comfortable chair had been placed 
beside the attorneys’ table and carefully 
dusted by the bailiff, the door of the jury 
room opened and Cooke appeared. First 
came Chief Deputy Sheriff Peters, obse- 
quiously making way for the fallen political 
boss; then Deputy Morrison, even more ob- 
sequious; then Cooke and his brother.

‘Plan to Restrict Teamsters. 


Ald. Stewart put in an ordinance which, if 
passed, would nearly revolutionize the team- 
ing business in Chicago. If the derisive 
reception it got when read is any test, how- 
ever, its chances of being enacted into law 
are small. 

It provides that the commissioner of pub- 
lic works shall, in his discretion, designate 
throughout the city a suitable number of 
streets, which shall be known as “traffic 
streets. To them shall be confined all heavy 
and strictly business traffic.

to the enormous sum of $3,661.644,311. The lia- 
‘bilities of insolvent banks for that year were 
$5,305,642, on which there would be a net loss of 
perhaps 25 per cent to depositors, following the 
average. To have paid in full (which is not what 
we have herewith advised, but which is accom- 
plished in another way) the depositors of these 
banks would have required during the year about 
one and a-half mills on the dollar of deposits of 
all national banks. The net loss to the insurance 
fund would dave deen about a third of a mill on 
the dollar. 

The total capital of national banks in 1901 was

amounted to $876,531,114. The net earnings over 
and above expenses were $87,674,175. The reserve 
fund necessary to meet the liabilities of the year, 
if paid in full, would amount to less than two-thirds 
of one per cent of combined capi tab and surplus, or 
about 6 per cent of net earnings. The net loss 
would amount to about one-seventh of one per cent 
on capital and surplus.

Millions of Savings Depositors. 

Would it not be a blessing to the people if some 
form of insurance could be devised along this 
line to protect their deposits, especially 
savings? The

savings banks in the United States. with 6,358 723 
depositors. Total deposits amounted to §2,507.- 
004,580, an average of $408 to each account. Only 
three savings banks failed during the year, with 
assets of $450,000 and liabilities of $581,000. Sav- 
ings G@epositors are usually the first to rush to the 
banks for their money in a time of uncertainty, 
and they either stow it away or spend it recklessly. 


Smell business men failed. There were several 
suicides. The plans of thousands of men. women, 
and children were disarranged and distress was on 
every side. All because they saw ruin in the 
closing of a bank. What is the sequel? The re- 
ceiver has already paid 70 per cent to the depositors 
without calling on the further securities provided 
under the law as to stockholders.

Commerce Needs Firmer Base. 


Manufacturers and business men are more di- 
‘rectly interested in the safety and stability of the 
commercial bank credits, which constitute the 
life blood of commerce and industry. These credits 
consist almost entirely of the moneys of depositors,

Any reduction in deposits of Etat oe banks 
has an immediate effect upon the business of the 
country by forcing a contraction of loans. Other 
nations do not have long continued depressions 
such as we have bad on three occasione in the 
last half century, and there is no reason why our 
commercial house should stand upon quicksand of 
confidence when we might as well have a founda- 
tion as solid as granite.., 

Loet us meet the matter squarely. 

We hear much of the structure of confidence. 
Every banker and man of industry talks about its 
importance. They don’t stop to think, however, 
that this great essential should be held closely 
and controlled, if possible. 


At Mercy of Masses. 

Today it is in the hands of millions of indi- 
vidual depositors, each without knowledge of 
finance or conditions, who rush in fear and panic 
when danger threatens to get the earnings of a 
life out of a safe place and put it into what often 

to be an unsafe place. 

It would seem as if our bankers would have 
the same interest as the manyfacturer or busi- 
ness man in protecting our commerce against 
panics and hard times, in view of the fact that 
the net earnings of national banks fell from 
$76,952,908 in 1891 to $45,560,300 in 1895, remaining 
below fifty millions until 1900, and only rising 
above the level oy 1891 in 1901,

“ The report — the controller for 1902 shows that 
during the year only two banks were placed in the 
hands of receivers, with abilities amounting to 
$369,948.

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ASKS MORE OFFICE HELP. 


‘District Attorney Requests Three 


More Lawyers, Three Addi- 
tional Clerks, and Library. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—[Special.]— 
Every effort is to be made by the government 
to expedite the settiement of the question 
whether the Standard Oi) company of In- 
diana shall pay the fine of $29,240,000 levied 
by Judge Landis. 

This was decided upon at an important 
conference at the department of justice to- 
day between Attorney Genera) Bonaparte 
and District Attorney Sims and Assistant 
District Attorney Wlikerson of Chicago. 
Messrs. Sime and Wilkerson came to Wash- 
ington to consult with the attorney general 
as to the course to be adopted with respect 
to a petition filed by counsel for the Standard 
asking the Circuit Court of Appeals of the 
northern district of Illinois to certify three 
questions to the Supreme court ot the Unit- 
ed States. 

Questions to Be Decided. 

These questions, which really may be re- 
duced to two, ask the Supreme court to de- 
cide: 

1. Whether the offense charged in the indict 
ment upon which the Standard was convicted of 
receiving rebates from the Chicago and Alton 
railroad is or is not a violation of the law. 


8. Whether or not the Elkins act, under 


which the Standard was convicted, was repealed 
by the Hepburn act, and the alleged offenses 
charged in the indictment remitted and ex- 


tinguished. 

It was suggested to the Circuit Court of 
Appeals by the Standard’s attorneys that the 
questions involved in the cause of their client 
exist also in the case of the Great Northern 
railway comany against the United States, 
which now is pending before the Supreme 
court. A few days ago Messrs. John S. Miller 
and H. S. Priest, in behalf of the Standard, 
filed with the Supreme court the brief and 
argument in the Great Northern case, point- 
ing out, however, that that case dealt with 
carriers, while the case in which they were 
interested related to shippers. 

It was suggested that a solution of the 
Great Nerthern question would be aided 
by considering the question also from the 
standpoint of the shipper as it has been 
presented-to the Circuit Court of Appeals. 


Hold Conviction Un justiflable. 

It has been strenuously contended by the 
Standard that the Hepburn act repealed the 
Elkins act, in which case the conviction in 
Judge Landis’ court was unjustifiable and the 
octopus will not have to pay the fine. The 
government has as strongly insisted that 
the Elkins law was not repealed and the ar- 
gument of District Attorney Sims was sus- 
tained-by Judge Landis. 

The object of the conference today was to 
determine whether the government should 
oppose or consent to a certification of the 
questions raised by the Standard before the 
Circuit Court of Appeals. So far as can 
be learned, it was decided in the interest 
of an early settlement of the litigation that 
District Attorney Sims should make a state- 


ment on Wednesday at a session of the court. 


approving the presentation of the questions 
to the United States Supreme court. It is 
possible that Attorney Genera] Bonaparte 
will direct Mr. Sims to take care ot the gov- 
erument's interests before the highest court 
in the land, but this point has not yet been 
settled. 

Mr. Sime has handled the case in Chi- 
cago in such an able manner that it is be- 
lieved by the government officials he is the 
one best qualified to represent the depart- 
ment of justice before the Supreme court. 
It is customary, however, for the attorney 
general or solicitor general to take care of 
questions filed with the Supreme court, and 
this may be done. 


Asks for More Help. 


Mr. Sims took advantage of his presence in 
Washington to ask the attorney general to 
authorize the appointment in his office of 
three more high class attorneys and three 
additional clerks. Although congress made 
a large increase in his force last year, the 
work has been piling up so tremendously that 
further assistance is required. Attorney 
General Bonaparte appreciates the situation. 
When he was out in Chicago last month he 
inspected the district attorney’s office and 
came to the conclusion that something must 
be done to provide further help or the gov- 
ernment business would suffer. N is now 
eighteen months behind. The Standard Oil, 
Walsh, and Furniture Trust cases have oc- 
cupied the attention of the district attor- 
ney’s office to the exclusion practically of 
everything else. Mr. Bonaparte has incor- 
porated an estimate in the urgent deficiency 
bill authorizing an increase in the appro- 
priations for district attorneys’ offices 2 
Chicago and New York. 


Wants a Law Library. 

Another matter Mr. Sims brought to the at- 
tention of the officials and congressmen here 
was the imperative need of a proper law 
library. Every great railroad or industrial 
corporation in Chicago has a law library 
valued up to $50,000 for use of its. counsel. 
The library in possession of the district at- 
torney is not worth more than 81, G00. It ts 
lacking in many books which are absolutely 
essential for a proper preparation of the 
government suits. It does not even include 
Supreme court decisions. Mr. Sims has 
usked the Chicago congressmen to support 
an appropriation of $2,500. This will be done.

The national committee finally d 
the district delegates should he by 
district conventions, apd state delegates at 
large by state conventions, except in those 
states where the law specifically provided 
a different system of election. 

In Ohio there is a primary law, but it does 
not specifically include delegates to the na- 
tional convention. The national committee 
has therefore held that district delegates 
must be chosen by district conventions. 

Those district conventions, of course, can 
be made up as a result of primaries in which 
the names of the presidential candidates 
shall appear, provided the district committee 
so directs. 


Nothing New in Ruling. 

All that has been decided by the national 
committee is that district delegates shall 
not be elected in Ohio under the present law 
by direct primary without the intervention 
of a convention. 

‘This decision, of course, does not apply 
to the state delegates at large in any way, be- 
cause no one, neither Taft nor Foraker, 
has ever proposed that they shall be elected 
by direct primary. 

The names to be printed on the ticket at 
that primary will be those of the delega‘es 
to the state corivention. The ticket may be 
headed by the name of the presidential can- 
didate favored by those delegates, provided 
a specified number of repubijcan voters so 
direct. 

The delegates at large will be elected by 
the state convention in exactly the same man- 
ner as if there were no primaries. That be- 
ing the case, the national committee has no 
jurisdiction whatsoever. It has not assumed 
any and it will not do so. 

No attempt has been made outside of Ohio 
o attack the lagality of the primaries of 
Feb. 11 from a party standpoint, and no at- 
tempt probably will be made, because the 
authority of the state central convention in 
such cases is recognized to be supreme. 


' Secretary Dover Under Fire. 

However, the Taft. men here are saying 
that Secretary Dover went out of his way 
to decide a question before it was submit-

Prof. J. Laurence Laughlin of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago interested his audience at the 
regular meeting of the Germanistic society in 
the Auditorium recita! hall last evening with 
a discussion of his impressions of the “ New 
Germany.“ as he called the realm of the 
kaiser in its present condition. He ascribed 
the passing of the old vaterland to a 
steady social and industrial awakening 
throughout the country. 

„The American who leaves his own bus- 
tling, noisy land with a longing for the poetic 
charm of old Nuremberg, he said, “is 
shocked to find an active manufacturing cen- 
ter ot 200,000 souls, in which the old churches 
and the ruined walls are swallowed up and 
almost lost.

is triumphant and the glory of olden times 
has gone forever. 


Manufacturers aes Best Houses. 

„The finest houses in the capital are those 
belonging to the men who have risen to for- 
tune in the new industrial movement which 
has brought Germany.into such intense ri- 
valry with Great Britain and made it a factor 
in international ecommerce and trade.“ 

The close relations between government ad- 
ministration and scholarship, in the depart- 
ments of economics and finance as well as in

Prof, Laughlin also spoke approvingly of 
the German method of bringing judges, gov- 
ernment. officials, and professional men to- 
gether each year for twelve weeks of lectures 
and study of institutions, and declared that 
the application of the country’s scientific 
training and method to its natural resources 
pointed out the natural line of future growth, 
along commercial and manufacturing rather 
than agricultural paths. 


FRANCHISES ESCAPE TAX, 
Sars COMMISSION IN OHIO. 


Recommendations Are Made to Legis- 
lature by Board Appointed by Gov- 
ernor for Change in System. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 18.—The commission 
appointed by the governor to investigate 
the tax system of the state and recommend 
improv ts. in a report submitted to the 
legisiatGre today, says the members of the 
commission were deeply impressed by the 
inequalities and injustice revealed in the 
operation of the existing tax laws of the 
state. 

The general property tax, the report says, 
is a failure, for purposes either of rebenue or 
equality. More than half of the total wealth 
of the state in tangible property alone escapes 
‘taxation. Of intangible property, such as 
moneys, credits, stock and bonds. subject 
to taxation under existing laws, not 10 per 
cent, perhaps not even 5 per cent, is listed. 

The commigsion recommends a constitu- 
tional amendment granting broader powers 
to the general assembly in providing a tax 
system; the establishment of a state tax 
board, the more frequent appraisement f 
real estate, the abolishment of the present 
state levy, and the separation of state-and 
local revenues, and the giving of authority 
to the local communities to secure publicity 
in taxation.

RIOTS FILL BERLIN HOSPITALS 


One Hundred Persons Apply for 
Treatment After Clashes. 


STRIFE IN OTHER CITIES, 


Frankfort Suffragists Foreibly Resist 


Efforts of Police. 


BERLIN, Jan. 13.— he city. ambulance 
stations have treated over 100 persons who 
were injured in the frequent clashes between 


the police and socialist sympathizers in the 
Twenty-eight of 


streets of Berlin yesterday: 
those wounded, including three policemen, 
Are in a serious condition. 

Many of the persons who-received treat- 
ment today were women, who gave the police 
extreme difficalt y in handling the huge mobs 
in the street ‘fights. They clung to the 
bridleg of the policemen's horses in efforts 
to stop the charges, joined with the men 
in hurling missiles, and the police were 
forced to ride many of them down in cis- 
persing the crowds. 


City Awakes to Peace. | 

There was but little disturbance in thé city 
today and the mob seems to have spent its 
The only excitement noticed was in 
the quarters occupiéd by the working classe, 
and they did not take a violent form. 

Dispatches from the provinces declare thet 
the demonstrations in favor of suffrage re- 
form were enthusiastic. ;

Lecturer Mangasarian Quotes Ancient 
Formula Which Is Said to Produce 
the Desired Result Every Time. 


Members of the Ravenswood: Woman's 
club were instructed yesterday by M. M. 
Mangasarian in an ancient formula for see- 
ing visions. Mr.-Mangasarian’s lecture was 
on Mohammed,“ and in telling of the visions 
of the prophet he said he not only believed 
it probable that Mohammed saw what he said 
he did. but he believed that by following the 
formulas prescribed by oriental philosophers 
any one could see visions. The particular 
formula guaranteed by the bible of the 
Buddhists is as follows: 

Fix your eyes firmly on some object, prefer- 
ably the end of your nose. Then take a long 
breath. Hold it while repeating twelve times 
a certain Hindu formula. Take another 
breath, a short one this time, and repeat the 
same formula twenty-four times. Take an- 
other breath, size not specified; and repeat 
the formula as often as possible before re- 
leasing the breath. All the time keep your 
eyes firmly glued to the end of your nose. 
Repeat this exercise frequently daily for 
three months. 

Mr. Mangasarian attributed much of the 
wonderful success of Mohammedanism to the 
battle cry, “There is but one God, and Mo- 
hammed is his prophet.”

section of the country. In the south, the 
middle west, in the far west, it meet 
with disapproval. In New York aud 
New England opinion is divided. As far 
as we can learn the majority in the east 
is opposed to the measure as it stands. 


The most important objections to the 
measure are that it puts a premium on a 


Umited class of Securities and does not 
give to the currency the real elasticity 
which business demands. The currency 
‘which it proposes to create will be segre- 
gated in the east at the time of its birth. 

Congress is confused as to what shouid 


| be done. No wonder. The bankers can- 


not agree among themselves. The cur- 
reney commission of the American Bank- 
ers’ association, upon which Chicago had 
two members, drafted a measure which 
was fecommended by them at the last 
meeting of the association and approve 


“by a large majority of the members 


present. That measure, known at the 
last session of congress as the Fowler 
bill, provides for the issue of a taxed 


| currency, secured by the general assets of 


the banks and by Qe national govern- 
ment, which would have ae security the 
fund derived from the taxation of the 
notes issued. There is some criticism of 
the measure because the tax on the first 
issue of ‘notes is only 3 per cent. That 
would make it too easy to issue the 
notes at a ‘profit, and micht not compel 
their prompt retirement after they had 


performed their function. 


But, ignoring this defect, the measure, 
cohceived by bankers, drafted by bank- 
ers, and indorsed by still more bankers, | 
bas not secured the formal approval of 
the great body of bankers throughout the 
country. What are we to do? 

The country may be denied the cur- 
rency legislation it requires because bank- 
ers, even in the reserve cities, are un- 
able to pyt their heads together and con- 
cur on a measure which will wot dis- 
criminate in fayor of one part of the 
country, in favor of some of the banks, 
or in favor of a limited list of securities, 

If the opinions of the newspapers ia 
various parts of the country published 
on this page yesterday\are representative 
the country feels that commercial paper 
should be available as security for any 
issue of guaranteed notes, and that those 
notes ought to be taxed at 5 or 6 per 
cent, 

Confidence in the interior banks of the 
country is strong. The business public 
appreciates the courage and skill with 
which they faced the recent crisis. If 
they cannot unite on the bill prepared hy 
their own currency commission, it is the’: 
duty to effect compromises between that 
measure and the Aldrich bill, and if no 
adequate currency legislation passes the 
banks will be largely responsible for its 
failure, 


UNREST IN MOROCCO. 
The troubles between France and Mo- 


rocco were adjusted in the month of Sep- 
tember last, Most of the tribes agreed to 


‘disarm and to pay indemnity for losses 


sustained through their uprising. But, 
as we predicted at that time, there could 
not be absolute peace in the country so 
long as rival sultans were dodging each 
other with their following of chiefs look- 
ing for plunder and position as the ac- 
companiments of civil war, The danger 
of European interference with Morocco 
was over for the time, but Tun Trisune 
expressed the Belief that some day the 
empire would have to be taken in hand by 
the leading nations of Europe and forced 
into a state of quietude suited to the 
demands of the twentieth century. 
Events of the last few days seem to 
indicate the reopening of the questions 
whose settlement was hoped for by the 
September negotiations. The claimant, 
Mulai Hafid, has gained fresh strength 
by an uprising at Fez, where the leaders 


have been forced by popular demand to 


proclaim him sultan instead of Abd-el- 
‘Aziz. He has been at work among the 
people of the interior, using the argument 
that the reigning“ sultan has sold ont to 
the Christians, being in alliance with 
France and Spain. The conditions under 
which he has been W are disturb- 
ing.

Every Prussian who is 25 years old and 
has not forfeited his civil rights enn vote 
directly, by secret ballot, for members 
of the reichstag. When it comes to vot- 
ing for members of the so-called popular 
branch of the Prussian legislature the 
situation is altogether different. In one 
case numbers are decisive, in the other 
wealth. When the Prussians were grant- 
ed representative government their mon- 
arch saw to it that the majority should 
dre unrepresented and voiceless. 

There is neither direct nor equal suf- 
frage in Prussia. The qualified voters of 
a district are divided into three. classes, 
each representing one-third of its taxable 
wealth. Inevitably the first class con- 
sists of a handful of wealthy men. The 
second class thay embrace several hun- 
dred men of moderate means. The third 
class will number thousands. Dach clase 
chooses fn equal number of electors and 
the electors for à district choose the rep- 
resentative. The electors of the first and 
second classes vote together, and the 
workingmen, who are the majority of the 
voters, get no representation. Thus there 
are no socialists in the Prussian house of 
representatives, while Prussia sends some 
to the'reichstag. 

It is not surprising that the soelalists 
of Prussia and many men of small means 
who are not socialists should be opposed 
to a system which practically disfran- 
chises them and should d direct suf- 
frage and the secret ballot. Certainly the 
present system is an anachronism in a 
progressive gtate like Prussia, where illit- 
eracy is almost nonexistent... Prince von 
Billow admits that it stands in need of re- 
form. He says the government has been 
considéring the question and will do some- 
thing, but he says emphatically that the 
method of choosing members of the 
reichstag will not be adopted. Why it 
should not be adopted he does not explain. 
Possibly the reason is that the. govern- 
ment does not wish to convert all the 
landed See of ae into ene 
mies. ?

Prussian government abandon its position, 
nor will they make converts to socialist 
principles. The thousands of “sympa- 
thizers"’ mentioned in the dispatches 
‘doubtless would like to see the election 
laws changed, but if changed they would 
not vote for socialist candidates. 

Those laws are archaic and cannot en- 
dure forever. With universal suffrage in 
Austria-Hungary. on one side and France 
on the other and with universal suffrage 
tor the relchstag it will be impossible to 
refuse indefinitely to grant real repre- 
sentative institutions to Prussia.

Mme. Le Hon, who was of Jewish birth, 
being the daughter of thewell known Paris- 
ian. money broker, Mosselmann, familiar to 
all the ‘gilded youth of the reign of Louis 
Philippe, occupied a superb mansion on the 
Champs Elysées, near the Rond Point, while 
the duke de Morny’s quarters were estab- 
lished in a small pavilion atijoining thereto, 
which used to be known as the kennel of 
Mme. Le Hon’s pet dog.”

By this Warriage with Mile. Le Hon * 
Stanislas, the ex-equerry of Napoleon 15 
had three children—a daughter of the name 
of Princess Catherine, who has remained un- 
married, and who lives in the Rue de Rivoll; 
a sen, Charles by name, who married Miss 
Catherine Ely Goddard; and died in New 
York two years ago at the Hotel St. Regis, 
without leaving any children; and Prince 
Andrew Poniatowski, who, after having 
been connected with the California Jockey 
club and with several mining and industrial 
enterprises on the Pacific coast, is now at the 
head of a Franco-Anierican bank at Paris, 
and apparéntly tegarded at Washington ‘as 
a foreign authority on international financial 
affairs. :

Poniatowski, or of that Poniatowski who as 
Stanislas II. was the last king of Poland.

The late Prince Stanislas was in many re- 
spects an unlucky man; that is to say, he 
missed several great opportunities, Thus, on 
the occasion of the memorable visit of Alex- 
ander II. of Russia to Paris in 1807 he had 
been assigned to attend the two emperors 
on the occasion of the great review held at 
Longchamps. 

Not only had the ential just arrived tired 
out by a hurried journey from Florence on 
the morning of the review, but he likewise 
experienced extraordinary difficulty in get- 
‘ting into the high patent leather boots which 
formed part and parcel of his uniform as 
equerry. 

One of his fellow equetries, Raimbaud, 
happened to be calling upon him, and on the 
prince giving expression to his fatigue and 
to his disinclination, to go onduty Raimbaud 
offered to take his place, which Poniatowski 
gratefully accepted, placitfg at Raimbaud’s 
‘disposal his own favorite charger.

On the return to the city trom Longchamps 
after the great military pageant was over 
the attempt of Berezowski on the life of he

who would have been in the place of Raim- 
baud, and who would haye had the oppor- 
tunity of saving Alexander’s life. 

The preservation: of the czar. by a Polish 
prince from the bullet of a Polish assassin 
would in itself have been an extraordinary 
event, and there is no knowing what form 
the gratitude of Alexander and of the Rus- 
sian imperial family and government might 
have taken. 

Possibly it might have assumed the form

STEAMBOAT DAYS ON THE HUDSON,”. 


by David L. Buckman,” AS it was in August, 
that immortalizes his name, so it was in Au- 
guat,. 1809, that Robert Fulton, after years 
-Of study, experiment, and disappointment, 


to Albany in his little steamboat, the Clare- 
mont, from which event dates a great new 
era in the world’s history. Thus incidentally 
the beautiful and noble Hudson has the dis- 
tinction of being the first river on which a 
successful demonstration of steam haviga- 
tion was made. Four years before Fulton 
himself had made a trial on the Seine, 
France, and failed, the boat being too frail 
to stand the weight of the engine and bollers. 
Probably Hudson's Half Moon had not been 
the first ship that had ever burst into” 
this river, and it is certain that Fulton was 
not the first inventive dreamer in his at- 
tempt to devise some way of applying the 
well known power of steam to the propulsion 
of a ship. James Rumsey in 1784 on the Po- 
tomac, John Fitch on the Delaware in 1790, 
Elijah Ormsbee with his “ goosefoot pad 
dles at Pawtucket in 1792, and John Stevens 
in 1804, who erossed from Hoboken to New 
York in a boat fitted with a steam engine ef 
his own making, had made highly ingenious 
experiments. It was Fulton, however, who 
at length achieved his dream and compelled 
all the world to note what he had done, 


Born on a farm in Little Britain, Pa., in 
1765, Fulton's. genius first gained distine- 
tion as a painter in assoctation with Benja- 
min West in England. But when at the age 
of 32 he went to Paris he had already ac- 
quired more fame as an inventor than as an 
artist. But the more sensational part of the 
“story of old steamboat days was when, 
about 1830, young “ Commodore Vanderbilt 
began to compete for the mastery of steam 
navigation between New York and Albany. 
Some of the chapters in this vivacious story 
relate to rival lines on the river, how the 
great monopoly was broken, old river cap- 
tains, disasters of which there were more 
than enough when fast time tempted to furi- 
ous rivalries. Bursting boilers and other dis- 
asters becoming too frequent, in 1852 the na- 
tional congress took a hand in the matter, its 
steanrboat inspection law making racing un- 
lawful. Neither the city nor the state of 
New York has ever exhibited an excess of 
public spirit in honoring either its great dis- 
coverer or its great inventor, .

London consumes 800,000,000 eggs. They

English fresh laid eggs now bring 2s 34 to 
28 Od per dozen. The next best egg, the Calais 
variety, brings ls 9d to 2s. These are winter 
prices. 

The price of eggs in England has advanced 
greatly in late years. The value of last year's 
home product was £2,500,000 greater than that 
of twelve years ago. 

Last year England imported 2,265,000,000 
eggs from Russia, Denmark, Germany, Bel- 
gium, France, Canada, and other countries, 
the total value of which was £7,980,137.
